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New public safety building 
gets nod from selectmen

The Board of Selectmen 
inanimously approved the study 
ind recommendations of the 
?ermanent Building Committee 
PBC) at it's meeting Monday night 

The committee presented Phase I 
of the Space Needs Study and it is 
he recommendation of the PBC to 
construct a Public Safety building to 
youse both the police and fire 
Jepartments at the corner of 
Adelaide and Church streets. The 
yroject has been estimated by the 
sonsultants to cost 5 million dollars. 

When the Public Safety building 
s finished it is recommended to 
Jemolish the old police station and 
move the Public Buildings 
Department presently located at the 
Whitefield School site into the old 
tire station. 

The PBC had numerous 
meetings with school officials and 
the consultant. The one option that 
the school department wanted was a 
new High School. This project 
needed a 30 acre parcel of land. 
The committee looked at various 
sites and eliminated different sites 
because of wetlands and 
problematic areas of concern, The 
last site available was the Town 
site at Ballardvale st. After 
meeting with safety officer and 
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traffic counts taken on Ballardvale 
street, it was voted by the PBC to 
eliminate the Town Forest which 
ended the High School option. 

The School Committee then 
voted to go with a 6-8 middle 
school. They felt it was the best 
educational option to serve the 
needs of all the middle and 
elementary students. They said they 
could only support the 6-8 option at 
this time. 

After numerous discussions with 
members of the School Committee. 
The PBC is recommending for 
Phase I of the Space Needs Study 
that the Town construct a 150,000 
sq. fl. 6-8 middle school to be 
located by the West Intermediate 
School. The consultant estimated 
that this project would cost 23.4 
million dollars. 

Daniel E. Woodbury, of Central 
street wrote to the Board stating his 
objection to the proposed Safety 
Building. he states “I do believe 
that the current location where the 
fire station is located meets all of 
the fire department's location 
concerns, As for the police facility, 
I believe that a a renovated and 
enlarged to code Swain school

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: Former Tewksbury man 
guilty in Galante bombing

Andrew J. Hammond III, 21, 
Salem, N.H. Formerly of 
Tewksbury was found guilty of 
being an accessory before the fact in 
the Jennifer Galante bombing case. 

Hammond was was charged with 
accessory before the fact to 
throwing an explosive device at 4 
Person or property and accessory 
before the fact to malicious 
explosion in connection with the 
April 1994 incident in which 
Jennifer Galante lost part of right 
hand when three other individuals 
drove to her home and one of them 
threw an explosive device through 
the window of her North Woburn 
home. 

Galante picked up the device 
which had been attached to a rock 
and attempted to throw it out of the 
house. Before she could throw it, it 
exploded, causing her to lose her 
index finger, parts of her middle 
finger and thumb, and most of the 
mobility in her other two fingers. 

Prosecutors allege that the attack 
was instigated by Hammond, who 
did not get along with Galante and 
was angry because she reported:;u 
told her triend, Jennifer Gibbons 
(Hammond's girlfriend), that she 
didn't like him and didn't think 


Gibbons should go out with him. 
Two of the other individuals in 

the case, Leonard Pearlstein and 

Jettrey McMillan pleaded guilty to 

related charges in 1995; a third 

individual, Mark Perry, a juvenile 

at the time, agreed to ple: 

lesser charges without 

return for his testimony. 

Hammond, Pearlstein and 
McMillan are all natives of 
Tewksbury. Only Pearlstein still 
lived in Tewksbury at the time of 
the incident. 

Hammond did not testify. In 
fact, the defense called no witnesses 
of its own and rested right after the 
prosecution finished it case 
Hammond's attorney, George 
Murphy said he plans to appeal, but 
would not elaborate 

The Galante family expressed 
relicf and satisfaction that the last 
remaining defendant in the case, the 
instigator. was convicted 
Pearlstein, and McMillan are both 
currently serving prison terms. 

Hammond's mother collapsed in 
tears in the hallway outside the 
courtroom after hearing the jury's 
verdict 

Hammond remains free on bail 
until his sentencing February 7th

place 11 November 1940. 
Swordfish planes flew from the 
carrier HMS Illustrious and 


torpedoed the Italian battleships 
Cavour and Littorio. A second 
attack sunk the battleship Duilio. 
Later that night, British cruisers 
and destroyers sunk four Italian 
merchant ships in the Strail of 
Taranto, The British lost two 
planes, while the Italians lost half 
their battleships in this crippling 
blow - copied by the Japanese at 
Pearl Harbor less than 13 months 
later 

Cavour sunk, but was refloated 
and towed to Trieste for repairs at 
the end of 1941; she never rejoined 
the fleet. Littorio was back in 
service four months later. 

The name of the ship you 
commanded during your visit to 
Bari caught my eye as I recently 
came across it for the first time in 
a listing of scrapped ships. The 
only data provided is: John Drake 
Sloat (#122) was built’ by 
California at Los Angeles in 1943; 
she was scrapped in September 
1960.

benefits," Meehan said. "Closing 
this loophole in the law is a long 
overdue action.” 

Meehan's legislation will now be 
referred to the U.S.House Ways and 
Means Committee where he expects 
the bill to receive bi-partisan 
support. Congressman Meehan 
hopes to attach his bill to the first 
piece of tax legislation that moves 
through the Congress this year.

Town recieves recycling grant money 


The Town of Wilmington has 
received $8,580 ‘as part of a state 
sponsored recycling grant provided 
to the North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC). Wilming- 
ton's award is part of a larger 
$400,000 state grant to support 
recycling in NESWC communities. 

NESWC Executive Director 
Steven M. Rothstein said, "These 
funds will help support 
Wilmington's recycling programs. 
Thanks to the assistance of State 
Senator Bruce E. Tarr and State 
Representatives. Marianne W. 
Brenton and James R. Miceli, the 
state environmental agencies, and 
Wilmington officials, some of the 
costs of recycling will be offset as a 
result of this grant program." 

Wilmington and other NESWC 
communities face a unique 
challenge concerning their desire to 
recycle and help the Commonwealth 
reach its goal of recycling 46 
percent of municipal solid waste by 
the year 2000. As a result of a state 
sponsored 20 year contract with a 
waste to energy facility in North 
Andover, NESWC Communities 
are forced to pay for a certain 


amount of trash or Guaranteed 
Annual Tonnage (GAT). "Each ton 
that is recycled that takes a 
community below its GAT amount 
incurs a double cost - the actual cost 
of recycling and the cost of 
delivering a "phantom ton" to the 
North Andover facility. This costs 
NESWC communities millions of 
dollars annually," said Robert 
Moroney, Chairman of the NESWC 
Board of Directors. 

The GAT Recycling Assistance 
Program is funded by the 
legislature from the Clean 
Environment Fund. This fund was 
created to use unclaimed bottle 
deposits to support recycling related 
programs. Added Rothstein, 
"NESWC appreciates this financial 
support from the Commonwealth to 
help Wilmington officials and 
residents increase recycling."

The sport 
of kings and queens is going Olym- 


* pic. In 1993, the game of ‘Curling was 
"officially adopted by the International 
+ Olympic Committee. The first Curl- 
/ing stone will go down ice during the 


1998 Winter Olympics in Nagano, 
Japan. 

Curling is often referred to as 
shuffleboard on ice. The sport calls 
for two four person teams who alter- 
nate sliding stones down a 146-foot 
sheet of ice. The team that places the 
most stones nearest the center after 
eight or ten innings wins. Each team 
receives 80 minutes of playing time 
for a ten-end game. 

Ice is pebbled before the start 
of each match. The pebbling causes 
liny ice chips to form on the playing 
eas the stones ride over the ice. 
s where the broom is used. The 
sweeping motion, through friction, 
slightly melts a path for the stone. 
Sweeping controls the stones~ speed. 
The sweepers cannot begin sweeping 
until the stone is in motion. At no 
time are the sweepers to come in 
contact with the stone. 

The equipment needed to play 
are curling stones, brooms, and a 
curling sheet. Curling stones are cir- 
cularin shape. The maximum weight, 
including the handle, cannot exceed 
44 pounds. The maximum circum- 
ference of the stone cannot exceed 36 
inches and be no more than 4.5 inches. 
Brooms can be made of corn or ny- 
lon. The corn broom, being the tradi- 
tional sweeping device, is still quite 
effective Finally, the curling sheet is 
146 feet long, with matching circles 
and scoring lines centered on either 
end of the playing surface 

‘These are the basic:guidelines 
for the sport. As with any Olympic 
event, the participants must adhere to 
all the same rules and regulations, 
including drug testing. Curling is 
known among its peers as the game 
of good sportsmanship. 

The game is more than 500 
years old, There is muchargumenton 
where Curling originated. Many Eu- 
ropean countries claim ownership to 


the initial concept of Curling. Some of 
the earliest examples are found in two 
s by the Dutch master Pieter 
The paintings, entitled "Win- 
ter Landscape with Skaters and a 
Birdtrap" and “Ice Shooting", depict a 
Bavarian game played witha long stick 
handle moving stones. 

The Scots have the famous 
Striling Stone. When a pond was 
drained in Dunblane, Scotland, a stone 
m the basic shape and size of the earli- 
est Curling stones was found on the 
bottom. What made the discovery so 
amazing was the date on the stone, 
1511. The Scots hold deeply they are 
the inventors of the game. 

Probably the true beginnings of 
the game will never be known. But, for 
sure, the Scots developed the game and 
imported it around the world. Today, 
by far, the Canadians have the most 
Curlers. With a total of 1.5 million in 
the world, Canada boasts the largest 
following with one million. In the 
United States, there are approximately 
10,000, men, women, and children 
curling. 

The Schenectady Curling Club 
is one of the oldest Clubs in the United 
States. They are the Northeast regional 
governing body of curling. They over- 
see competition, scorjng, and record 
keeping. The closer you get to the 
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Canadian border, the more likely you 
are to find sheets of curling ice. 

This brief overview only touches 
on the colorful history and develop- 
ment of the sport of Curling. The game 
is chocked full of rules and equipment 
standards. As with any sport, the ath- 
letes take their game very seriously. 
The goals of the curling community 
are to promote the ease and fun of the 
sport. Their biggest goal was granted 
when, it became an official Winter 
Olympic event.

Abhh ... let's sit back, relax and enjoy 
some ice fishing while, we can

The leaves have long fallen 
from the trees, you cleaned and re- 
turned your rods and hunting guns to 
their cabinets until next year's out- 
ings. Winter's gray sky prepares you 
for a season of dreaming about next 
year's fishing and hunting trips. 

Why dream about sporting ac- 
tivities, and why wait for the spring- 
time? Wintertime offers some of the 
most exciting fresh water fishing of 
the year. Ice fishing is an inexpensive 
way to enjoy the coldest of deep dark 
winter days. For under a hundred 
bucks you can outfit yourself with all 
the basic essentials needed for hours 
of ice fishing. 

Ice fishing differs greatly from 
open-water fishing and the reasons 
are equipment, fishing technique, and 
winter weather. It is important to 
have a basic knowledge of these top- 
ics. Success in catching fish, com- 
fort, and safety depend on your abil- 
ity to understand the unique experi- 
ence of ice fishing. 

There are two methods of ice 
fishing, the tip-up and the jigging 
rod. The tip-up consist of three strips 
of wood, each about 16-20 inches 
long. Two of the pieces form an X 
over the hole in the ice to keep the tip- 
up upright. The middle pole contains 
the spool and flexible metal strip with 
the tip-up flag. Jigging rods are as 
simple as cuffing a piece of pine 3" 
thick by 18" inches long and cuffing 
each of the ends into a U shaped 
opening and wrapping some line 
around the stick. You can buy a jig- 
ging rod from a store or put together 
a jig-pole using an inexpensive reel 
and a short, light action rod, 

Other basic equipment should 
include an ice Auger (manual or 
power), ice chisel, ice skimmer, a 
sled witha box attached to hold tackle, _ 
basic equipment, and bait. The sled 
will help make the trip over the ice a 
lot easier than carrying all that gear. 

The cold slows everything 
down, and fish are no exception, but 
fish still search for an easy feed, 
Certain times of day, depth, and types 
of bait will better your chances fi 
catching fish. The early morning and 


early evening seem the most productive 
times Like all fishing, you never know 
when you might get a strike. So fish all 
day. 

Aftercuffing your holes with your 
ice auger, sound the bottom (use a small 
lead weight clamped or tied to your 
line) of the lake or pond where you are 
fishing. Depending on the amount of 
holes you are allowed to fish (check 
state regulations), it is best to fish at 
various heights off the bottom to range 
where the fish are feeding. When using 
tip-ups, you can bait them with grubs, 
worms, minnows, shiners, suckers 
Minnows and shiners will attract most 
fish and are readily available at bait 
stores throughout the winter. 

Jigging is simple but calls for 
trying different jigging lures, different 
depths, and using combinations of live 
bait with jigging lures. As if you were 
casting for Bass, changing lures, col- 
ors, and sizes until you find what they 
are biting on works equally as well 
when jigging. Also, sound the bottom, 
and then start from the bottom and work 
your way up.until you get some action. 

Early in the season fish shallow 
and fish between 2-6 feet below the ice 
cap. Some fish cruise just below the ice 
cap until colder water pushes them 
down. If you fish for rainbows during 


the spring/summer, wait until you hook 
into one during first ice. Finding the 
right combination is the trick. Fish 
deeper as the winter progr There 
are no hard and fast rules. Try different 
methods or ask other anglers what they 
are using. People who ice fish are gen- 
erally friendly and are more than will- 
ing to share a tip or technique 

Ice fishing is a highly enjoyable 
outdoor activity. As with any outdoor 
activity, common sense, planning, and 
knowing the hazards will greatly re- 
duce the chance of injury or loss of life 

You should never venture onto a 
frozen lake or pond until youare sure of 
the thickness of the ite. Different color 
ice is stronger than other colors of ice 
For example, clear blue lake ice will 
Support more weight than slush ice. A 
basic guide to follow is: 2-6 inches for 
one person on foot, 8-10 inches for 
snowmobiles, 12-14 inches for a me- 
dium to heavy truck. Again, this is a

basic guide. Springs, underwater cur- 
svas well as dock pumpsall effect 
ihe thickness of ice. If yo 


are not 
sure of the thickness, poke a hole in 
the isk a local, or check with the 
local bait and tackle shop. 

A good idea is to carry a pair of 
ice claws inrease you fall through the 
ice. Ice claws allow you to claw your 


way back onto thicker ice. Ice claws 
are commercially available or you 
make a pair from a set of awls. Keep 
some spare clothes or blankets nearby 
incase you need to warm yourself or 
someone else who went for a mid- 
winter dip. Immediately find a warm 
place if you fall through the ice to 
become warm. 

People question the sanity of 
people who get up before the sun 
rises to siton a wind-whipped frozen 
lakeall day. Simply put. the fishing is 
great in the middle of the winter, But, 
to enjoy ice fishing one must dress 
appropriately. That includes layering 
clothing (wool or Gortex), a 
pair of insulted boots (pac boots), 
gloves, hat, and a face covering 

A thermos of hot liquids such 
as soup or hot chocolate with some 


good homemade deli sandwiches are 
ideal for fueling the bodying and baf- 
fling the cold. Avoid alcohol; it may 
make’ you feel warm for a moment, 
but in reality, it works as a vassal 
constrictor and it makes it more diffi- 
cult for your body to warm itself 
Drink plenty of fluids. Dehydration 
can occur just as easy in the winter- 
time as in the summertime. Wind 
chill can change a 25 degree day into 
a 25 below day in no time at all 
Protect yourself from the wind 
by building a snow wall and making 
a small fire (check local regulations 


on fire laws belore building a fire) 
Bring some sheet cardboard and make 
a barfier. A tent will also work to 
minimize the effects of the wind 

As mentioned earlier, the cost 
of getting set up is inexpensive 


*Manual ice auger 20-3 0$

*Ice skimmer 4-8$ 

*Tip-ups | 0-20$ apiece (There 
are several types, but all work along 


the same principle.) 

“Jigging rod 10-15$ (Cheaper 
if you manufacture one at home.) 

The sled to pull the gear over 
the ice can be put together using an 
old rail sled or out of wood and sheet 
metal. Most of this stuff is sold in 
hardware stores, department stores, 
and sports shops. It is a good idea to 
buy at least one item from your favor- 
ite sports shop, for the simple reason 


of acquiring some knowledge from 
the store expert. 

Ice fishing for some people is 
the only time of year to fish. They 
invest in snow machines and four 
wheelers and build ice huts, com- 
plete with wood stoves. There are 
tournaments all over New England 
for some serious prizes. As with all 
outdoor pursuits, you can get carried 
away with buying all the “essentials” 
Keep it basic and get to know the 
sport. Fish with your family or friends 
and split the cost of the essentials. 

This is the year to go out and do 
some ice fishing. This unique type of 
fishing combines exciting action with 
a wonderful outdoor experience. The 
winter offers some of the best fishing 
all year. If you plan ahead and use 
cold weather safety, you will return 
to the ice year after year.

Former National Geographic photographer Al Mellett 


Has camera will travel - 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


/ aking a camera and 


traveling around the 

world is the stuff of 
which dreams and fantasies are 
made. 

Things like being caught in a 
local religious riot in 
Afghanistan, or trying to cross a 
river, getting stuck, fighting off 
a bandit and fighting flood 
waters all at the same time. In 
other words testing your mettle 
as a person. 

For one Wakefield resident 
those dreams came true, with 
those real adventures thrown in, 
as he traveled Asia, Africa and 
Europe on assignment for 
National Geographic. 

Countries like Turkey, 
Afghanistan, Greece, Kenya, 
Tanzania, Zimbabwe, Zambia, 
South Africa and others as well 
as such man-made miracles as 
the St. Lawrence Seaway were 
all captured during Al Mellett’s 
12 year journey. 

Mellett started on his road to 
adventure as a child on Vernon 
Street in Wakefield. He became 
interested in cameras and devel- 
oping the pictures he took. 
However, World War II and a 
career as a civil engineer, 
although not putting a crimp in 
his adventures kept Mellett 
more or less tied down. 

The start of the War saw 
Mellett serving as rationing 
supervisor for 57 cities and 
towns throughout the state. He 
then directed the field engineer- 
ing of air bases in North 
Carolina. 

Following that project Mellett 
went to the Solomon Islands in 
the Pacific as a warrant officer 
in the United States Navy. His 
job was demolition and fuel dis- 
tribution but those adventures

are another story. 

After the War Mellett 
teturned to the life of a civil 
engineer and the road took him 
to Turkey where he spent two 
years directing the survey and 
layout of a 300 foot high dam 
with tunnels, a powerhouse 
roads and transmission lines. 

After returning to this coun- 
try in 1953 Mellett eventually 
found his way to the St. 
Lawrence Power Project and 
essentially the start of his jour- 
ney. 

Mellett was originally hired 


to direct the survey crews for 
the project. However, when he 
was consulted on the possibility 
of hiring a photographer to cap- 
ture the history of the waterway 
which connected the Great 
Lakes to the Atlantic Ocean, 
Mellett told the company that a 
photographer would have to be 
accompanied by an engineer 
who understood what was going 
on. 
He then told them about his 
knowledge of photography and 
was assigned the job, which 
Al Mellett to S-4

‘Master plan’ 
in motion 


According to the Winchester 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle,” the Winchester 
Educational Facilities Planning 
and Building Committee has 
established the following master 
plan: 

“1. Each building will contain 
classrooms for full-day kinder 
garten classes, 

“2. All elementary schools 
should have equity in opportuni 
ties and programs to the extent 
possible, including physical con 
dition of facilities. 

“3. The average class size will 
be maintained at 20, plus or 
minus. The optimal size in 
terms of student enrollment for 
each elementary school will 
have a top range of 400 students 
and a bottom range of the 
Vinson-Owen population (250) 

“4. All spaces will be consis 
tent with the state!% guidelines 
for type and size of teaching 
areas, 

“5. Each school should have 
separate and dedicated art and 
music classrooms meeting the 
state’s guidelines. 

“6. Each school will accom- 
modate its own special educa 
tion students with full aecessi 
bility. There will be workspaces 
for speech language, psycholo 
gists, social workers and CET 
chair, with one room to serve as 
a resource room and a small 
group room 

“7, There will be a library 
media center in every school, 
with seating to accommodate 10 
to 15 percent of each of the 
schools’ student populations. 

“8. There will be a gymnasi 
um separate from the cafeteria: 
auditorium in each school, with 
a model for cafeterias different 


in some schools. 

“9. The Schoo] Committee 
will be flexible on the issue of 
each school having a small serv- 
ing kitchen for the school lunch 
program. 

“10. The School Committee 
desires that each school retain a 
nurse's office-exam room suit- 
able to its size, to provide health 
services, but is open in regard to 
proximity to the main office. 

“11. Appropriate faculty work- 
rooms and meeting rooms to 
promote collaboration and com- 
munication among all staff 
members can be reduced in size. 

“12. The School Committee 
agrees that the Central Office 
could be moved from the Lynch 
School to provide additional 
classrooms, but not to have the 
population of the Lynch School 
exceed 400 students. 

“13. The School Committee 
would provide space for the 
Global Studies Center in one of 
the schools, but would be flexi- 
ble. 

“14. There will be space in 
each school for grouping of com- 
puters or other technology, in 
close proximity to the library- 
media center, in addition to the 
technology located in each 
classroom. 

“15. Each school will be 
equipped with the appropriate 
hardware and software, includ 
ing furniture, to implement the 
educational and technological 
philosophy of the school system. 

“16. The Committee agreed 
that basement classrooms were 
not desirable. 

“17. The Committee strongly 
supports minimal redistricting 
of students upon completion of 
the building renovation pro- 
gram.”

included setting up a photo lab 
and hiring three other photogra- 
phers to record history in the 


ing. 

As Mellett explained in 1960, 
National Geographic became 
interested in the project and 
sent a reporter and a photogra- 
pher to do a story on it. In the 
end the magazine used Mellett’s 
photos for the graphics around 


the story. 
Having made a contact with 
the editors at National 


Geographic, Mellett was able to 
now combine his love for Turkey 
with a story idea. 

Mellett present the idea to 
the magazine at their 
‘Washington D.C. office and was 
told to go with it. He was also 
‘advised to stop in Greece on his 
way to Turkey and talk with the 
magazine’s bureau chief, Peter 
Throckmorton about other pos- 
sible story ideas. 

As Mellett describes it in his 
unpublished memoirs ‘One For 
The (bumpy) Road, “This was 
the beginning of an eleven year 
odyssey in 35 countries, beyond 
anything I could ever have 
imagined. I never knew what 
may happen the next day but I 
was free to explore wherever I 
chose to go, whatever seemed 
interesting, such as the sources 
of the Tigris and Euphrates 
rivers; the route of Alexander 
the Great from Greece to 
Pakistan and deep into the 
Sahara in Egypt; the sites of the 
seven wonders of the ancient 
world; in snow and ice in the 
Himalayas in July; the route of 
the first crusade; being attacked 
by a fanatical religious mob in 


Afghanistan and caught in a 
flash flood in Northern 
Afghanistan near the Russian 
border while fending off a rob- 
ber in the night.” 

Mellett related that during 
this trip to Turkey, although 
familiar with the country and its 
foods, he contracted what was 
diagnosed as amoebic dysen- 
tery. After that sickness Mellett 
said he decided to do his own 
cooking. 

This decision along with 
other factors made the Land 
Rover unsuitable for his needs, 
therefore he sought another 
form of transportation. Mellett 
had been introduced to the 
Mercedes military vehicles and 
contracted with the company to 
build the frame on which he had 
built a body of his own design. 

The body was essentially a 
self-contained camper on the 
style that is very familiar to 
today’s roads. The project took 
two and one-half months. 

To show others on the road 
that he was an English speaking 
person and on his own, he 
named the vehicle “One for the 
Road.’ 

“I've seen that vehicle go 
where tanks wouldn’t go,” 
Mellett said. “It would take a 
bow wave up to the roof.” 

One of his design innovations 
was to build a snorkle as an air 
intake valve for the engine 
should it get caught under 
water. 

He lived in the vehicle for 
four years while traveling Asia, 
Europe and Africa. During the 
period, Mellett met and talked 
with world leaders such as the

Dalai Lama, who he considers a 
friend. 

Mellett tells the story of a 
time he was stuck in Kabul, 
Afghanistan at Christmas, while 
waiting for Daimler Benz to fly 
in the special tires for his vehi- 
cle so that he could replace a 
flat. 

Once the work was complet- 
ed, he attempted to travel to 
India to escape the winter in 
Afghanistan. However, the cold 
weather and a maintenance 
problem combined to provide 
Mellett with a cracked engine 
block. 

A new engine had to be flown 
in and the trip to India was 
finally competed. 

At the end of the winter, 
Mellett returned to Afghanistan 
and was travelling along the 
rorthern border with Russia. 

He described the land as 
nothing but “pure white pipe 
clay” which made it tough for 
his tires to get any traction. The 
roadway that Mellett was follow- 
ing crossed a brook three times 
and on the last crossing 
Mellett’s vehicle became stuck. 

Mellett said that as he 
attempted to free the vehicle he 
heard a roar of water and found 
a flash flood about to immerse 
the rear of the vehicle. 

Mellett started to move some 
of his equipment up to the front 
of the vehicle, which was facing 
up a slope, when he heard a 
noise near his rear window. 
Looking up he found someone 
trying to break into the camper. 

According to Mellett, he was 
able to scare the man away and 
never heard from him again. 
Mellett spent the night in the 
vehicle afraid to open the door 
because The water would 
swamp the inside. He notes that 
the water was about knee deep 
in the camper. 

The next day, Mellett was 
able to free the camper and 
drive off. However, he did not 
get Very far before the vehicle 
started to chug and act sluggish. 

According to Mellett, three 
mechanics and a rebuilt engine 
later, he found that the gas tank 
had become clogged with the 
clay and that it was traveling 
through the gas line as it broke 
down. 


Another adventure occurred 
in Afghanistan due to an engine 
problem in Jalal Bad, 
Afghanistan (near the Khyber 
Pass). Mellett and a friend from 
Denmark had just returned 
from Kabul with a new bearing 
for the engine.

The mob 
had stopped short of finding the 
pair and ran when the military 
arrived on the scene to quell the 
riot. 

Today, Mellett is enjoying his 
sixth retirement and travels the 
United States in a smaller 
camper. This is in between vol- 
unteer stints, at the Galvin 
Middle School where Mellett 
keeps the students enthralled 
with his stories and slide shows. 

As Mellett said, “My life on 
the road taught me to cope with 
anything. 

“When things happen to me 
on the road or here, I say ‘Well 
this has happened.’ I look at the 
situation and find the best way 
out.” 

He credits this attitude for 
getting him through his last 
adventure, one a _ medical 
nature, when he had a bout with 
Cancer and won.
